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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8 and 12, drawn to a device comprising a sensor element having 
biomolecular binding sites for a biomolecule. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-1 1 , drawn to a method for detecting biomolecules in samples using 
a device. 

Group III, claim(s) 13, drawn to a reader station. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The application 
contains claims to more than one of the combinations of categories of inventions set 
forth by 37 CFR 1.475. 

According to 37 CFR 1.475 regarding unity of invention: 

(a) An international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or 
to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of invention is claimed in an 
application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a 
technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical features" 
shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.

The special technical feature in Groups l-lll is a device comprising a remote 

power transmission element, a resonance circuit, wherein the resonance circuit 

comprises a resonance frequency determining sensor element or being electrically 

coupled to a resonance frequency determining sensor element and binding at binding 

sites effects a physical property of the sensor element and thereby the resonance 

frequency and a circuit for RF communication of an RF signal. These elements cannot 
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be a special technical feature under PTC Rule 13.2 because the elements are shown in 
the prior art. Shinar et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,432,362, Filed Oct. 6, 1999) teaches a 
device comprising a remote power transmission element, a resonance circuit, wherein 
the resonance circuit comprises a resonance frequency determining sensor element or 
being electrically coupled to a resonance frequency determining sensor element and 
binding at binding sites effects a physical property of the sensor element and thereby 
the resonance frequency and a circuit for RF communication of an RF signal (Fig. 1 and 
column 3, line 62-column 4, line 58).
